Your inquiry is gonerated by your experience that 
the nurchese of flowor, fleld and grrden seeds cannot he made by com. 
petitive bidding with any assurance that the results will be satis- 
factory and that 1t 4s in the interests of state institutions to pro~ 
cure seeds from comantes vhose coads are of high quality rather then Ast 
loy in price, Mr. Dlgin Kivt}z, State Farm Supervisor, concurs in ber 
ovinion,. 


You ters also promilgated rules and 
rofulntions plating to the procedure of your offico vroviding that 
the Dirsctor of Purchase and Proporty shell retoin full right to. 
exercise his judenont in respect to the kinds, brands and makea in 
the nurchnse of any equipment, materials and supplies, You have 
further advised that 4t has boen your administrative practice for 
sovernl years to procure certain brenda of supplies without the 
requirement of comotitive bidding. 


It 45 ry opinion that seid seeds may 
bo procured from a single source, provided that you have first deter- 
mined to be the fact, (2) that the seods constitute a brands; (b) that. 
thesa particular seeds are required to serve the interests of state 
institutions; and {c) thant these seeds have a fixed market price.at 
all sources available to the state.
